IN GETTYSBURG 


Packards for Pershing Slop here 
an Hour after Cold Trip 
over Mountain.

With their rnginus rumbling ryth- 
mically, thirty Packaii trucks com­ 
posing the first of the great Army 
motor trains, rolled into Gettysburg 
at half past ten o’clock this morning. 
For more than an hour before they 
reached here, people lined the streets 
and 
they 
were warmly welcomed 
when the big brown machines with 
their canvas tops entered the Square 
from Chambersburg street. 
It was a sombre, business-like look­ 
ing outfit the whole way through. The 
long line of poi; lerou* machines, the 
stalwart drivers, the kitchen car, the 
oil tank, and the ambulance, all made 
the outfit look thoroughly war-like 
and except for a few little bits of 
trimming the whole affair was the 
grimmest sort of a caravan. 
Several of the drivers had decorated 
their ears with Aag*. One carried the 
tri-color of France beside the Ameri­ 
can flag; another had paper flowers 
along the sides, and a third was deco­ 
rated with gaily 
colored rosettes. 
These few touches of color were the 
only sign of a relief to the dull brown. 
On the last machine wa 
a big sign 
“Packai Is for Pershing” but that was 
the only indication of advertising. 
The cars were comparatively empty. 
Few of them had any loads 
worth 
speaking of, and the machines were 
apparently simply being sent across 
country for shipment from An Atlan­ 
tic Port instead of to transport sup­ 
plies. 
When they arrived here 
the ma­ 
chines were 
parked 
on 
Baltimore 
street and in Centre Square and the 
men were lined up. 
An effort was 
made by their song-leader to get a 
bit of music from them but the effort 
failed, for all were t o cold for that 
sort of thing. 
However, when the 
march to St. James Church was start­ 
ed, one of them struck up 
“Pack up your troubles 
In your old kit bag 
An i Smile, Smile, Smile," 
and the rest all joined in, 
the big 
fellows marching down York street 
in high spirits. 
At St. James Church a committee 
from the 
Red Cross 
had 
prepared 
an appetizing luncheon of sandwiches, 
coffee, and apples, 
and 
they 
wen 
keenly relished, as was the chance to 
get a little warmth after the cold 
trip over the mountain. 
As the boys 
wtre entering the church one of them 
asked "What kind of rn church is 
this ?” 
“Lutheran”, a spectator replied. 
“German, or English Lutheran?", 
was the next question. 
“English”. 
“All right, then, 1 11 go in”, and 
laughing he went down to the social 
rooms. 
A stop of about an hour ami a hall 
was made here. 
Captain Bronson, 
who headed the party, was greeted by 
Captain Moore and other members of 
the Quartermaster Corps, now locat­ 
ed at Gettysburg. 
He told Captain 
Bronson that over-night accommoda­ 
tions could be provided in the budd­ 
ings at tamp in case other trains to 
come through later would stop here 
from one day to the next. 
Captain 
Bronson expressed his gratification at 
hearing this but couli give no assur­ 
ance that Gettysburg would bt* chosen 
for one of the night stations. 
While they were in Gettysburg each 
one of the men was given a Christ­ 
mas box by George I). Hopkins, head 
of the Hopkins Manufacturing Com­ 
pany, of Hanover, which makes the 
bodies for these Packard trucks. 
A 
card on the outside of the package 
read “Christmas greetings to the U. 
S. Army transport train, en route to 
Baltimore and Victory”. 
The 
men 
were delighted with the gifts and the 
thoughtfulness of the 
local people 
and of Mr. Hopkins. 
The start for Baltimore was made 
about noon. 
The trip across the mountain from 
Chambersburg was made without dif­ 
ficulty. In fact the men reported that 
the Lincoln Highway across Pennsyl­ 
vania was in perfect condition. 
West 
of this state they ha J to get out of 
their machines and shovel snow 
at 
some places. 
State Senator Beak s met the party 
above Cashtown and acted as escort 


hi re. 
Burgess Kicholtz was another 
to welcome them. 
II. C. Ostermann, 
traveling secretary 
of 
the 
Lincoln 
Highway Association, was with the 
train in his special Coast-to-Coast car 
which has became a familiar figure 
on the road. 
At the 
Bufoid 
statue 
west of town a stop was made and 
Mr. Ostermann took a photograph of 
the entire party. 
The train left the Packard factory 
at 8 o’clock, December 14. 
The train 
is designated by the Army as Supply 
Division No. HOH, Truck Company No. 
2 and it is made up entirely of Pack­ 
ard chainless trucks. 
Captain Ben­ 
nett Bronson 
is in command 
of the 
convoy service, and lieutenant C. A. 
Riley in direct command of the train. 
This test of 
the practicability of 
sending new trucks from factory to 
seaboard 
on their own wheels 
was 
planned by the Quartermaster’s Corps 
of the United States 
Army, in con­ 
junction with the Highways Trans­ 
portation Committee of the Council 
of National Defense, 
and is a sub­ 
stantial evidence of the close-knit co­ 
operation of the Government’s agen- 
cies for the prosecution of the war. 
The men driving 
the trucks were 
ordered to Detroit from Camp .Sher­ 
man, Chillicothe, Ohio, and from Mar­ 
fa, Texas. 
The trucks are three-ton 
capacity and are 
fitted with bodies 
built according to Quartermaster De­ 
partment 
specifications. 
Among 
them were tank trucks, with gasoline 
and od, and one kitchen truck, carry­ 
ing the food supplies for the trip.

A cablegram received here yester­ 
day told of the safe arrival in France 
of John W. Hewitt, 
formerly of Get- 
tyburg 
Mr. Hewitt’s sailing 
was

friends here as well as to his relatives 
at Aspers, but they kept it quiet until 
they were reasonably sure that he was 
in or near France. The receipt of the 
message removed all fear of harm be­ 
falling him on the way “Over There." 
Mr. Hewitt had a bit 
of good for­ 
tune in being 
assigned 
for special 
duty on this trip. 
Ile has the rank 
of sergeant 
major and went with a 
general and 
two other officers, 
the 
four composing the party. The names 
of the officers cannot be published un­ 
til released by the censor. 
The 
purpose 
of 
the trip 
is 
to 
make a first-hand inspection of things 
in the war zone, American training 
camps, and 
so on. 
Upon returning 
to this country this knowledge will be 
put to practical application, 
and the 
soldiers in training here will be given 
the benefit of the experience gained in 
this trip of inspection. 
Commanders 
at a number of Na­ 
tional Army cantonments have been 
in France for a week or more but the 
party to which 
Mr. Hewitt was at­ 
tached has been there only two days. 
It is likely tha; a stay of a month or 
six weeks will Lh* made there before 
starting home. 
The boats 
carrying 
these 
officers are convoyed 
through 
the danger zone and special care is 
taken of thi*m as well as of the trans­ 
ports. 
Mr. Hewitt is probably the first Na­ 
tional Army man from Adams Coun­ 
ty to 
get to France. 
He was 
sent 
to camp with one of the first contin­ 
gents from here, 
and was soon se­ 
lect'd for duty in the headquarters' 
offices 
because 
of his ability as 
a 
stenographer 
and 
the 
reliability 
which investigation showed was part 
of his make-up. 
loiter he was advan­ 
ced to the post of sergeant major, and 
so well did he perform his duties that 
he was selected from 
among all the 
»ther men available for the work to 
go to France with the officers. 
It U likely that within a few day* 
the arrival 
of the general 
heading 
them will Ural a de public, and publica­ 
tion of Hie fact will then be made in 
The Times. 


Germany Wants no Annexations and 
no Indemnities.

no annexations and no indemnities is 
the desire of the Central Powers, ac­ 
cording to Premier Czernin, of Aus­ 
tria Hungary, according to dispatches 
received here to-day. 
Count Czernin says they want an 
immediate peace on these terms but 
that Germany will not agree to any­ 
thing unless Russia’s allies guarantee 
strict adherence to this policy. Ger­ 
many will not interfere with any na­

dence, says the Premier. 
He urges that all prisoners, both 
those of war and those of civilians be 
compensated.

The 
Congressman feels that as the ave­ 
rage age of Civil War Veterans is 
73 years, which of itself incapacitates 
them from earning a livelihood, and 
because of the fact of the great ser­ 
vice that was rendered to the country, 
it is only fair that in their declining 
years they should have proper recog­ 
nition. 
The bill wjueh Mr. Brodbeck intro­ 
duced is as follows; 
“Bu it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Unit­ 
ed States of America iii Congress as­ 
sembled, That all persons who served 
ninety days or more in the military 
or naval service of the United States 
during the Civil War and have been 
honorably discharged therefrom, and 
who have attained the age of seventy 
five years or may 
hereafter attain 
that age, 
or who are now or may 
hereafter be suffering from a mental 
or physical disability of a permanent 
character, not the result of their own 
misconduct, which incapacitates them 
from 
performing manual 
labor in 
such degree as to render them unable 
to earn a support, shall, upon proof 
of such facts according to such rules 
and regulations tv* the Secretary of 
the Interior may prescribe, be placed 
on the pension roll at the rate of $30 
per month. 
“Pension under this net shall com­ 
mence from the date of filing the 
application in the Bureau of Pensions, 
subsequent to its passage. 
“No pension attorney, claim agent, 
or other person shall be entitled to 
receive any conqierisation for service 
rendered in presenting any claim to 
the Bureau of Pensions, or securing 
any pension under this act, except 
in applications for pension by persons 
who have not heretofore received a 
pension, and in no case shall a fee 
in excess of HU be contracted for or 
allowed.” 
Should this bill pass, and it has 
been referred to the Committee on 
Invalid Pensions for consideration, old 
sobbers will not from time to time 
have to present additional evidence 
for the purpose of securing increases.

Upon attaining the age

90 days, $21; 6 months $22.50; one 
year, $24; one and one half years 
$28; two years $30; and for all ser­ 
vice over two years $30, with no pro­ 
vision for a veteran receiving increas­ 
ed pension if he is inca pad lated from 
earning a livelihood owing to physical 
disability, unless such physical dis­ 
ability is the direct result of disease 
or injury incurred while in the ser­ 
vice.

Thoughtful Germany, he thinks com­ 
prising men of the Bullin type, is des­ 
perately eager for peace, and secretly 
cager to end the war before America 
has been utterly allen?ted.

Feared Arm y Service. 
This man left Germany early in Oc­ 
tober, because he hud reason to fear 
tlist lie was to be Impressed for mili­ 
tary service. 
“The economic situation 
In 
Ger­ 
many,” he says, “is far worse than 
any one on the outside realizes, is so 
critical that I for one look for a 
break, it collapse, next spring or late 
in the winter. Nor ore the good crops 
that one hears boasts about fvery once 
In so often going to change the situa­ 
tion materially. 
“Throughout 
the 
German 
people 
there is what amounts to a hatred of 
America, and this hatred has been 
carefully concentrated on President 
Wilson, because it is easier to hate 
a man than a nation—especially a na­ 
tion that is the home of pretty nearly 
every one’s relative. 
Do Not Hate America. 
“But the big men of Germany, the 
men who have to look ahead and 
guide the empire after the war, do not 
hate America. 
They feel too keenly 
that they need America, and they 
would like to stem tile tide of hate l*e- 
fore it becomes mutual and the United 
States is alienated, perhaps for all 
time. 
“They know that after the war there 
Is only one country in the world where 
they eau get the money they will ne«*d, 
America, and they are worrying a-pleu- 
ty nowadays. 
“They, and all Germany, want in­ 
creasingly a peace that shall sp iffy , 
among other things, the right to pur­ 
chase raw as well as finished materials 
anywhere In the world on the same 
terms as any other nation. 
“Every Indication points to probable 
confiscation of property and repudia­ 
tion of perhaps hulf the war loans af­ 
ter the war. 
Even the percentage of 
property to be confiscated is being 
talked of. and it seems probable that 
the government will take 20 per cent 
of everything.

To Nullify W ar Loans. 
“On the other hand. It seems prob­ 
able from ail I hear thut an even half 
of ail outstanding war loans will be 
nullified. Fifty i**r cent will be repaid, 
and the other 50 per cent will either 
be canceled or will merely continue to 
pay Interest—will be a sort of perpet­ 
ual Investment, the capital for which 
cannot be realized. 
“As surely as anything can be pre­ 
dicted there will be In the central pow­ 
ers a series of laws forbidding emigra­ 
tion. and In anticipation of them count­ 
less Germans today are talking about 
ways and means of getting awny of­ 
ter the war. 
The first German ship 
that lands In America after hostilities 
will leave 70 per cent of Its crew be­ 
hind.

MEALS FOR INVALIDS. 


Though neatness an*! care iii the 
preparation and serving of food ar** 
important at all times, 
there is no time when 
they mean so much, as 
during the tiresome days 
of Illness.

A bedside table is not always pos­ 
sessed, and the tray may lie support­ 
ed by boxes or books on each side of 
the patient whatever the table or tray 
may be It should be covered with spot­ 
less linen as fine a* one ran afford, 
whatever one may be able to enduro 
when well, by the sight of soiled linen, 
it should never be required of one who 
Is 111. 
Things will annoy and cause 
keen suffering of mind In one who la 
ill, which would pass unnoticed by the 
person In health. 
A perron who Is 
111 Is out of balance in mind and body, 
and should b*» treated with every In­ 
dulgence. 
Small amounts of food should al­ 
ways he served to a patient. It Is far 
better for him to ask for more than 
to be satisfied by th** sight of too 
much. 
Hot things should be hot on 
hot dishes, likewise cold fords should 
Im* cold. It Is often a problem to carry 
a tray from one end cf the house to 
th** other and keep the food hot, but 
a little thought will overcome th** diffi­ 
culty. 
A hot dish placed over the hot 
food will keep It for some time, 
Tea 
or coffee if served Sn a i*ot, will al­ 
ways stay hot longer. 
See that the patient Is comfortable. 
lf In bed before her tray comes to 
her. 
Most people know the discom­ 
fort of sitting in a strained attitude 
In order to reach food. 
After th** 
meal see ’that no crumbs ar** left In 
the bed. 
“One of the minor miseries 
of Illness.” as one writer has said. and 
often the cause of the obstinate bed 
sore.
